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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Sunderland  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  submit  to  you  my  annual  report  of  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  your  district  for  the  year  1947  ; 
together  with  the  report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  [>ast  year  has  seen  a  marked  decrease  in  the 
incidence  of  infectious  disease.  With  the  exception  of 
five  severe  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  the  other  twenty-one 
cases  were  of  a  mild  type  which  caused  no  anxiety. 
With  regard  to  DIPHTHERIA,  there  was  a  decrease 
of  thirteen  cases  compared  with  last  year,  thus  making 
a  total  of  eight  cases  which  were  only  slight,  thanks  to 
our  immunisation  scheme.  The  Sunderland  Rural 
Isolation  Hospital  had  only  forty  cases  of  infectious 
disease  admitted  during  the  year. 

We  have  made  good  progress  with  our  scheme  for 
the  active  treatment  of  TUBERCULOSIS.  In  the 
autumn,  a  theatre  was  constructed  at  my  other  hospital 
for  this  purpose.  The  operations  undertaken  here  i\re 
of  three  types  ;  one,  is  the  induction  of  air  through  a 
Pneumothorax  machine  into  the  chest  and  so  collapsing 
a  diseased  lung,  or  both  lungs  if  the  disease  is  bilateral. 
The  second  operation  is  the  admitting  of  air  into  the 
abdominal  cavity  ;  this  procedure  is  adopted  when  the 
diseased  lung  cannot  be  collapsed  owdng  to  adhesions. 
As  a  preliminary  to  this  latter  form  of  treatment,  the 
nerve  supplying  the  floor  of  the  chest  must  be  paralysed 
by  means  of  a  surgical  operation,  this  third  and  latter 
form  of  treatment  is  undertaken  by  a  Sunderland 
Surgeon  at  a  cost  of  five  guineas  per  patient.  The 
Surgeon’s  fee  being  paid  either  by  the  patient’s  Insurance 
Company  or,  if  not  insured,  the  patient  herself  pays  it. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  some  patients  did  so  markedly 
improve  by  the  adoption  of  this  scheme  that  they  were 
able  to  attend  as  out-patients  once  every  week  for  air 
refills. 

The  vast  majority  of  our  Tuberculosis  patients  show 
marked  improvement  both  physically  and  mentally 
because,  the  fact  that  something  active  is  being  done  for 
them  has  had  a  profound  psychological  effect  upon  their 
well-being. 

With  reference  to  Acute  Poliomvelitis 

t / 


we  were 
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fortunate  in  only  having  four  cases  residing  in  the  area 
I  was  requested  by  local  practitioners  to  see  many 
suspected  cases,  the  diagnosis  of  which  was  in  doubt. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  epidemic  which  prevailed  in 
this  country,  I  had  posted  in  this  area  a  number  of 
posters  which  were  exhibited  on  hoardings,  in  shops, 
public  halls,  etc.,  showing  the  precautions  to  adopt, 
how  the  disease  is  spread  and  what  to  do  when  sus¬ 
picion  was  aroused  that  this  disease  might  be  present. 
The  contacts  of  an  infected  person  were  pleased  to  avail 
themselves  of  an  oxidizing  solution  which  was  issued 
from  the  Hospital. 

The  few  contacts  of  Smallpox  and  other  tropical 
diseases  were  kept  in  surveillance,  as  a  protection  against 
further  spread. 

A  review  of  the  statistics  for  the  year  1947  show  an 
increase  of  30  births  over  1946,  bringing  the  birth-rate 
up  to  22.8  of  the  estimated  population.  The  death-rate 
is  a  little  below  the  average  for  the  country,  this  is  due 
to  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer 
and  Tuberculosis.  The  Mid-year  population  as  given 
by  the  Registrar-General  for  1947  is  23,870,  this  shows 
an  increase  of  440  as  against  last  years’  figure  of  23,430.

Deaths  and  Death-Rate. 

During  1947  there  were  305  deaths  registered  as 
having  occured  within  the  district,  namely  157  males 
and  148  females.  The  number  of  deaths  of  residents 
in  the  district,  which  occured  outside  the  district  was 
60,  36  males  and  24  females.  The  total  number  of 
deaths  when  corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers 
is  260,  150  males  and  110  females.  The  death-rate 
(corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers)  and  in¬ 
cluding  deaths  from  all  causes  and  at  all  ages  is  10.9 
per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  12.0. 

Comparability  Factor. 

The  variety  and  magnitude  of  the  local  population 
movements  and  the  uneven  incidence  of  civilian  war 
deaths,  have  together  combined  to  frustrate  the  attempt 
to  secure  comparability  between  local  Death  Rates  by 
the  use  of  an  Area  Comparability  Factor,  and  the 
preparation  and  issue  of  such  factors  is  being  suspended 
by  the  Registrar  General  under  present  conditions. 
Therefore,  the  Death  Rate  of  10.9  is  merelv  the  Crude 
Death  Rate.

Ambulance  Facilities. 

We  have  two  ambulances  to  serve  the  area,  an 
Armstrong  Siddeley  and  an  Austin.  Both  ambulances 
were  thoroughly  overhauled  during  the  year  and  were 
i  n  commission  at  the  time  of  compiling  this  report. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

During  the  year,  554  cases  of  infectious  disease, 
including  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  were  notified,  as 
compared  with  740  for  the  previous  year  and  527  for 
1945. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  notifications  of  this  disease  amounted  to  26, 
this  figure  shows  a  decrease  of  6  cases  over  the  figure 
for  the  previous  year.  The  disease  was  of  a  mild  type 
and  caused  no  anxiety. 

Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  notified  was  8. 
Compared  with  the  number  of  cases  notified  in  1946 
this  figure  shows  a  decrease  of  13  cases.  No  deaths 
occurred. 

The  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Scheme  was  carried 
out,  as  in  previous  years,  successfully.  The  number  of 
children  immunised  in  the  area  up  to  the  31st  December, 
1947,  was  4,513,  and  the  estimated  child  population 
according  to  the  Registrar-General’s  figures  for  mid- 
1947  was  5,980.  These  figures  show  that  75.5%  of  the 
child  population  are  now  immunised,  a  percentage 
which  compares  very  favourably  with  those  of  neigh¬ 
bouring  Authorities. 

Measles. 

254  cases  of  Measles  were  notified,  a  decrease  of  143 
cases  over  the  previous  year.  Measles  is  a  disease  which 
shows  periodic  increase,  cycles  every  three  or  five  years. 
Very  few  children  escape  infection.

Disinfection  of  premises  has  been  carried  out  by  your 
staff  on  the  removal  of  all  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Scarlet 
Fever,  and  on  the  termination  of  the  period  of  isolation, 
if  the  patient  has  been  nursed  at  home. 

The  bedding  etc.,  of  the  patient  was  disinfected  in 
the  c ‘Thresh”  Steam  Disinfector  at  the  Hospital. 
Disinfections  were  also  carried  out  at  houses  where  the 
death  or  removal  of  a  person  suffering  from  Tuberculosis 
had  occurred. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

As  before,  the  district  was  supplied  by  the  Sunderland 
&  South  Shields  Water  Board.  Bacteriological  Examin¬ 
ations  were  carried  out  by  the  owners.  These  examin¬ 
ations  were  necessary  in  case  any  water-borne  disease 
had  been  brought  into  the  district  by  troops  etc. 


At  the  HERRINGTONS  many  of  the  houses  are 
supplied  by  the  National  Coal  Board,  Philapelphia 
Collieries,  from  their  pumping  station  situated  in 
Silksworth  Lane.  This  supply  was  satisfactory. 


At  OFFERTON,  the  supply  is  taken  from  a  well 
situated  in  a  field  to  the  north-west  of  the  village.  The 
water  is  lifted  from  the  well  by  a  pump  which  is  driven 
by  a  windmill  and  the  water  is  stored  in  iron  storage 
tanks  situated  near  Offerton  Hall.  From  thence  it  is 
led  to  the  various  houses  in  the  village.  This  supply  was 
satisfactory. 


The  work  of  providing  a  piped  supply  of  water  from  the 
Washington  area  to  the  village  of  COXGREEN  has  now 
been  completed.  This  water  is  supplied  by  the 
Sunderland  &  South  Shields  Water  Board.  It  now 
means  that  the  only  area  (apart  from  some  scattered 
farms)  not  provided  with  a  piped  water  supply  is  that 
of  Offerton.

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SENIOR  SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 
PUBLIC  CLEANSING — COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

Refuse  Collection. 

The  severe  adverse  weather  conditions  in  the  early 
months  of  1947  seriously  depleted  the  collections  of 
refuse  throughout  the  whole  of  the  district. 

During  the  first  few  days  of  February,  only  a  restricted 
form  of  collection  was  possible  in  all  Parishes,  with  the 
result  that  the  work,  especially  in  Ryhope,  Tunstall 
and  Silksworth,  quickly  fell  behind  schedule. 

The  position  was  agravatecl  by  the  advent  of  further 
heavy  snowfalls,  with  the  result  that  from  the  7th  to  the 
16th  February,  the  only  parishes  from  which  collections 
were  possible  included  Herringtons,  Ford,  and  Castletown. 

It  was  possible  however,  on  the  18th  February,  to 
commence  the  collection  of  refuse  again  at  Ryhope, 
Tunstall  and  Silksworth,  although  conditions  were 
such  that  it  was  necessary  to  take  advantage  of  every 
available  minute  of  daylight  i.e.  7  a.m.  until  6  p.m.  plus 
all  day  Saturdav  and  Sunday. 

Some  idea,  as  to  the  extent  of  the  amount  of  work 
outstanding  at  this  time  may  be  gained  from  the  fact 
that,  whereas  those  streets  yielding  about  1J  loads  of 
refuse  in  normal  conditions,  were  now  yielding  10  loads. 
One  complete  load  of  refuse  was  taken  from  only  four 
houses  in  one  parish,  there  were  30  dustbins  full  of  ashes 
taken  from  one  yard  shared  by  four  tenants. 

Before  any  real  progress  could  be  made,  yet  another 
heavy  snowfall  arrived,  the  effect  of  which  suspended 
all  work  for  seven  days  at  Ford,  Offerton,  Coxgreen  and 

the  Herringtons,  four  days  at  Tunstall  and  Silksworth 
and  one  day  at  Ryhope. 

This  created  a  very  serious  threat  to  the  health  of  the 
public  in  most  parishes  of  the  district.  When  one 
remembers  that  all  the  premises  in  Offerton  and  Coxgreen 
and  a  considerable  number  in  Ryhope  have  “privy 
middens"  (many  of  them  in  close  proximity  to  the 
houses),  some  idea  may  be  gained  of  the  dilemma  of  the 


occupants  when  it  was  impossible  to  make  collection, 
in  some  instances,  for  as  long  as  three  weeks  ;  whilst 
in  one  particular  portion  of  Tunstall,  the  collection  of 
refuse  was  an  absolute  impossibility  for  a  continuous 
period  of  six  weeks. 

It  is  only  fair  to  state  that  the  task  of  cleaning  up  was 
considerably  retarded  by  the  householders  themselves 
throwing  the  surplus  ashes  on  to  large  heaps  of  snow 
in  the  back  streets,  had  they  put  the  surplus  ashes  in  a 
heap  beside  the  dustbin,  it  would  have  facilitated  collect¬ 
ions  and  as  a  result,  would  have  been  less  inconvenience 
to  themselves,  during  the  final  clearing. 

The  delivery  of  the  four  new  Karrier  Bantam  Refuse 
Vehicles  commenced  in  June,  and  eventually  replaced 
the  original  vehicles  which  were  purchased  early  in 
1938.  The  old  wagons  were  almost  worn  out  and  a 
considerable  amount  of  time  was  being  lost  each  week 
owing  to  one  or  other  of  them  breaking  down,  whereas 
now  the  collection  of  refuse  is  being  maintained  without 
any  trouble  from  the  vehicles,  this  of  course  is  only 
what  one  expects  from  new  wagons. 

The  work  of  refuse  collection,  throughout  the  district  is 
carried  out  with  the  constant  employment  of  five  vehicles 
The  collection  staff  consists  of  five  drivers  and  fourteen 
loaders. 

During  the  year,  487,936  dustbins  holding  14,786  tons 
of  refuse  were  dealt  with  ;  this  represents  a  weekly 
collection  and  disposal  of  about  285  tons. 


Refuse  Disposal. 

The  refuse  from  the  parishes  of  Ryhope,  Tunstall  and 

Silksworth  (representing  approximately  75%  of  the 

district’s  total  refuse)  is  disposed  of  at  Cherryknowle 

Tip,  Ryhope,  by  the  system  of  “Controlled  Tipping” 

The  necessary  “seal”  consists  of  soil  secured  on  the  site  of 

the  tip,  the  work  being  effected  by  three  men  ;  one  man 

controlling  the  layers  and  tipping,  and  two  providing 

the  soil  for  cover.  This  tip  is  progressing  satisfactorily 

and  should  serve  our  needs  for  some  time  vet. 

«/ 

1 11 ,254  tons  of  refuse  wrere  disposed  of  on  this  tip  during 
the  year. 
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The  remainder  of  the  refuse  collected  in  the  District 
was  disposed  of  by  a  modified  form  of  control  or  led  on 
to  fields  at  the  request  of  local  farmers  or  market 
gardeners. 

Salvage. 

Although  the  collections  of  salvable  materials  have 
been  fairly  regular  during  the  year,  the  results  have 
proved  to  be  very  poor  indeed. 

The  yield  of  waste  paper  was  25%  less  than  the 
previous  year,  and  no  other  salvable  materials  were 
disposed  of  during  the  year. 

Hie  reasons  majr  be  due  largely  to  the  growing  number 
of  rag  and  bone  dealers  who  traverse  the  district  each 
day,  and  to  the  number  of  firms  who  are  returning  some 
of  the  articles  back  to  the  industrv  direct,  for. which 
they  receive  some  monetary  return. 

In  addition  to  the  amount  resulting  from  the  sale  of 
waste  paper  during  the  year,  £12  3s.

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

During  the  year  4  complaints  were  received  in  respect 
to  bed  bugs  infestation.  Of  this  number,  2  were  in 
Council  houses  and  2  in  private  houses. 

Efforts  are  still  being  made  by  this  department  for 
the  complete  elimination  of  bugs,  this  can  only  be 
successful  with  the  full  co-operation  of  the  tenants. 
It  is  generally  found  that  residents  are  loath  to  give 
information  as  to  the  existence  of  infestations  in  their 
dwellings. 

Both  owners  and  occupiers  are  encouraged  to  seek 
advice  and  assistance  from  the  department.  They 
themselves  are  made  responsible  for  the  stripping  of 
walls,  removal  of  skirting  moulds,  picture  rails  etc., 
this  is  followed  by  spraying  with  a  reliable  insecticide 
by  a  Health  Department  employee. 

During  the  year  Zaldecide  was  used  for  spraying. 

Drainage.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

The  inspection  of  the  usual  commodities  of  food  in¬ 
tended  for  human' consumption  has  again  received  the 
concentrated  effort  of  the  department.  A  consider¬ 
able  proportion  of  the  normal  available  time  is  devoted 
to  this  very  important  branch  of  the  vork. 

The  inspection  of  all  meat,  both  home-killed  and 
imported,  was  carried  out  in  the  Ryhope  Slaughter¬ 
house  and  Allocation  Centre,  for  the  Seaham  Urban 
as  well  as  our  own  district.  Details  of  this  work  will 
be  found  later  in  the  report. 

Milk  Supply. 

During  the  year,  158  visits  were  made  to  cowsheds, 
dairies  and  milkshops,  for  the  purpose  of  ensuring  that 
milk  is  produced,  stored  and  distributed  to  the  public 
in  a  clean  condition  and  free  from  pathogenic  organisms. 

The  inspections  usually  found  the  premises  to  be  in 
a  fairly  clean  condition  and  regularly  cleansed  and  lime- 
washed.  Tt  was,  however,  found  necessary  upon  8 
occasions  to  draw  the  attention  of  retailers  to  con- 
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traventions  committed  by  their  employees,  e.g.  in¬ 
sufficient  care  to  persona]  hygiene. 

It  is  necessary  to  have  the  various  registers  checked 
from  time  to  time  and  alterations  made  as  and  when 
required.

Ice  Cream. 

There  are  only  three  premises  in  the  district  where 
ice-cream  is  manufactured  for  sale. 

In  addition,  licences  have  been  granted  in  respect  to 
other  three  premises  to  retail  this  commodity  of  food. 

All  such  premises  are  visited  regularly,  especially 
during  the  summer  season,  in  order  to  ascertain  that  the 
ice-cream  is  manufactured,  stored  and  sold  under 
hygienic  conditions,  and  that  all  utensils  are  sterilised 
and  kept  free  from  possible  contamination. 
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During  the  year,  1 1  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken 
and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  The 
following  indicates  the  results  of  the  samples.

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

The  usual  inspection  of  all  carcases  was  again  main¬ 
tained  during  the  year  on  the  principle  that  the  essence 
of  good  meat  inspection  in  the  matter  of  ensuring  a 
safe  meat  supply  to  the  public,  is  that  it  should  be 
regular,  and  carried  out  as  a  matter  of  routine. 

As  previousiy  stated,  a  large  proportion  of  the  normal 
available  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  very  important 
work  of  meat  inspection  at  the  Government  Slaughter¬ 
house,  Ryhope,  which  serves  our  District  and  the  Seaham 
Urban  District,  a  total  population  of  over  50,000. 

I 

The  work  of  meat  inspection,  if  carried  out  cons¬ 
cientiously  with  100%  inspection,  inevitably  entails 
the  working  of  long  hours,  many  of  which  fall  outside 
the  normal  hours  of  duty  (including  Sundays  and 
Bank  Holidays).  The  compensation  received  for  such 
work  is  the  personal  satisfaction  which  accrues  from  the 
fact  that  a  substantial  contribution  is  made  to  the  safe¬ 
guarding  of  public  health  by  preventing  diseased  and 
unwholesome  meat  being  passed  on  to  consumers. 


Although  the  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  iu 
Tables  1  &  2  appears  to  be  fairly  considerable,  it  really 
represents  a  very  small  proportion  (by  weight)  of  .  the 
total  carcase  weight  received  into  the  slaughterhouse. 
Generally  speaking  the  quality  of  home- killed  meat, 
is,  with  few  exceptions,  of  a  first  -class  character.  The 
greater  portion  of  diseased  and  unsound  meat  resulting 
from  ‘ ‘Casualties”,  that  is,  animals  which  have  been 
sent  into  the  Government  Slaughterhouse-  in  an  attempt 
to  preserve  the  carcase  meat  for  consumption,  but  after 
slaughter  are  found  to  be  unfit  by  reason  of  some  diseased 
or  unsound  condition. 


All  animals  slaughtered  are  inspected  before  being 
exposed  for  sale,  and  no  carcase  or  organs  allowed  to 
leave  the  slaughterhouse  without  examination. 


The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the 
year  was  8,768,  this  is  considerably  less  than  the  number 
slaughtered  in  1946.  A  total  of  743  visits  were  made 
to  the  slaughterhouse  during  the  year.
